two yo ungest murderers. Beside the 
ho ys’ atto rneys, several wo men ap­ 
peared to ask a co mmutatio n o f sen­ 
tence. 
On the o ther side, ho wever, there 
were many to ask the death penalty, 
and August Geweke, president <?f the j 
Co o k Co unty Truck Gardners’ asso ­ 
ciatio n, presented a petitio n signed 
by 1 500 Co o k co unty farmers, ask­ 
ing fo r the ex treme penalty.

the home of George Washington’s an 
cestors, shall be purchased by public 
subscription In both countries as a 
visible monument to the cordial rela­ 
tions ex isting between the two great 
branches of the English-speaking race. 
Sulgrave is the piaco in England most 
closely associated with the mum* of 
Washington. 
It is true that George 
himself attached little importance to 
this fact. 
In the early days of the 
American republic, ancestry was de 
spised much more than is now tin* 
case. 
In 1788 he refused to accept 
the dedication of a hook on heraldry 
because a portion of tlie community 
were 
“clamorously 
endeavoring 
to 
propagate an Idea that those whom 
they wished invidiously to designate 
by the name of ‘well-born’ were medi 
tating in the first Instance to distin­ 
guish themselves from their compat­ 
riots and to wrest the dearest privil­ 
eges from the bulk of the people " An­ 
cestry today is much more regarded in 
America than it was a hundred years 
ago. 
Washington 
knew' very 
little 
about liis own forefathers. 
When lie 
was asked about them by the garter 
ktug-at-arms, he said the first of his 
family in Virginia bad come from one 
of the northern counties in England, 
Yorkshire or Lancashire, or even on« ' 
still further north. 
Later there was 
much disputation 
about ids 
family 
tree, but it was finally agreed that the 
Washingtons of Sulgrave and Jtrington 
did actually spring from the Washing­ 
tons of Wart on in Lancashire, a place 
on the Westmoreland border. Several 


eoeded his father in 1585, when he was 
of the age of forty, 
lie does not seem 
to have been so prosperous 
as 
his 
father, and yet seems to have been 
able to send both his sons, Christo­ 
pher and William, to Oriel college, Ox ­ 
ford, where they were in 1588, the 
year of the Great Armada.
